Th e inv estigatio ns o f th is so ciety 
h av e been patient, u ntiring and u po n 
a strictly scientific basis. Acco rding 
to th ese 
inv estigatio ns it 
appears 
th at th e salient 
ch aracteristics o f 
gh o sts wh ich are best au th enticated 
and wh ich seem to po ssess th e great­ 
est lo ngev ity —th at is th e 
greatest 
persistency o f po wer and pu rpo se— 
are o f th o se wh o h av e died v io lent 
death s. 
Th e generally accepted th e­ 
o ry to acco u nt fo r th is co incidence 
is th at th e so u l, th u s to rn su ddenly 
and prematu rely fro m th e bo dy , re­ 
tains mo re o f th e m aterial elements 
o f th e bo dy th an it do es wh en dtath is 
th e resu lt o f gradu al disintegratio n 
and th e natu ral separatio n o f th e 
m aterial fro m th e immaterial.

ev ery gh o st seems to h av e a pu rpo se 
fo r its appearance o r au dito ry mani­ 
festatio n, and as so o n as th is pu r­ 
po se is fu lfilled, th e gh o st will cease 
its activ ity . 
Its missio n seems to be 
co nfined no t o nly to co nv ey ing th e 
o ne item o f intelligence, bu t to th e 
actu al scene o f th e tragedy . 
So me gh o sts h av e a co mparativ ely 
brief ex istence, wh ile o th ers persist 
fo r y ears in h au nting a giv en spo t, 
bu t th ey all ev entu ally disintegrate. 
Th e capacity fo r co ntinu ed ex istence 
depends u po n th e intensity o f 
th e 
emo tio ns wh ich pro du ces th em. It de­ 
pends principally , h o wev er, u po n th e 
su ccessfu l perfo rmance o f its mis­ 
sio n. 
Wh en th at is aeeo mplish ed, it 
disappears a t o nce and fo rev er.

ru ns like th is: A y o u ng co u ple were 
engaged. 
Her fath er with drew h is 
co nsent, th e mo th er o n h er death -bed 
made its renewal h er last 
requ est. 
Th e fath er, instead o f getting o v er 
h is so rro w, seemed mo re and mo re 
bo wed do wn with an ev er-increasing 
sense o f “h o rro r.” 
One day h e to ld 
h is married dau gh ter and h er h u s­ 
band th at h is wife h au nted h im ev ery 
mo rning at fo u r, th e h o u r wh en sh e 
died, alway s 
talking o f th e 
y o u ng 
co u ple. Th ey asked h im wh at clo th es 
th e apparitio n wo re and h e said “Th e 
last dress I gav e, and a cap o f y o u r 
making.” 
On th eir way h o me, th e 
married dau gh ter to ld h er h u sband 
th at jt was wh en in th at dress and 
cap th at h er mo th er h ad said to h er, 
“ If I die befo re y o u r fath er renews 
h is co nsent, I sh all h au nt h im till h e 
do es.” 
Sh e was 
th en in 
perfect 
h ealth . 
Th is w as, nev er to ld to th e 
fath er, bu t h e was u rged to renew h is 
co nsent. 
Fo r so me mpnth s h e co u ld 
o nly escape th e v isitatio ns by h av ing 
so me o ne 
awake with 
h im in th e 
ro o m. 
Fro m th e day h e co nsented 
again to th e m arriage h is wife’s v is­ 
its ceased. 
Fro m all th is it is bu t natu ral th at 
th ere sh o u ld be a m anifestatio n o f 
th e sh ade o f th e mu rdered Co leman, 
and it is fu rth er ev ident th at th ere is 
a missio n to be fu lfilled. Hence it is 
th e plain du ty to th e percipient o f 
Co leman’s gh o st, to make an effo rt to 


find o u t wh at th at missio n is, o r wh at 
th e info rmatio n is 
th at 
Co leman’s 
h o st wants to co nv ey . 
Mr. Yo key 
need no t be frigh tened, o r h av e any 
appreh ensio n wh atev er. A gh o st, no t 
being a co rpo real entity bu t a disem­ 
bo died spirit, it eo tdd, as a m atter o f 
co u rse, no t inflict co rpo real h arm o n 
any o ne. 
Th ere is a well au th enti­ 
cated" case wh ere a gh o st appeared to 
a French man at a time wh en h e was 
ready to retire.

Neither one of the partici­ 
pants was injured, as they w'ere sep­ 
arated by Senator Clapp, Porto Rican 
Commissioner Larranaga, a number of 
senate employes and several newspa­ 
per correspondents. 
The versions of 
Mr. Bailey and Mr. Manning are in 
substantial agreement as to the cause 
of the trouble and differ only as to the 
number of blows struck by each.

the op inion deliv ered by the attorney 
general to Robert J. Aley , State su ­ 
p erintendent of 
p u blic 
instru ction, 
has left the q u estion still a m atter of 
disp u te. 
A 
nu mber 
of 
township 
tru stees ou t ov er the State 
are 
as 
mu ch at sea as ev er concerning what 
to do abou t p ermitting a head of a 
family in which there are no children 
of school age to hav e a v ote where 
none ex cep t school p atrons are ex ­ 
p ected to v ote. 
The State su p erintendent 
is 
in­ 
clined to abide by a cou rt decisij** 
which holds that the head of a fam ­ 
ily where there are no children has 
no right to be termed a p atron, while 
the op inion of Edward II. White, a s­ 
sistant attorney -general, who wrote 
the op inion, is that the head of su ch 
family is entitled to a v ote on school 
district q u estions, althou gh he does 
not hold that he is a p atron if he be 
not one. 
The trou ble lies in the fact that the 
su p reme cou rt has nev er defined the 
word p atron in its ap p lication to the 
p u blic schools of the State. 
It has 
decided q u estions 
concerning 
the 
p ower of v oters on school q u estions, 
and in one case has raised the q u es­ 
tion of who shou ld be considered a 
school p atron, bu t does not su p p ly 
an answer. 
The only way ou t of the difficu lties 
which confront a nu mber of the tru s­ 
tees, according to Mr. White, is for a 
case to be taken throu gh the cou rts 
in order to hav e the su p reme cou rt 
define a school p atron ex p licitly . 
In a nu mber of township s the State 
board of health has condemned p u b­ 
lic 
school 
bu ildings 
and 
ordered 
changes of sites. 
Under the law the 
township tru stees cannot change the 
sites ex cep t by a m ajority v ote of 
the p atrons of the school affected, 
and in some instances the div ision of 
sentiment is so close as to cau se one 
or two v otes to throw the resu lt 
either way .

Id o u r last lesso n we had a go o d ad­ 
dress fro m James at the co u ncil o f 
Jeru salem, a wise and p ractical talk 
o n an imp o rtant su bject. No w we are 
to hav e two lesso ns fro m his ep istle. 
There are no co ntradictio ns in the 
Scrip tu res, fo r the o ne Ho ly Sp irit 
wro te the who le bo o k, and He canno t 
co ntradict Himself. If the writers (the 
hu man agencies) seem no t q u ite to 
agree, it is becau se they are talking o f 
different asp ects o f the same to p ic. 
Pau l and Peter and James and Jo hn 
are in p erfect acco rd o n salv atio n by 
faith alo ne, then go o d wo rks o r a co n­ 
sistent life as the ev idence o f faith be­ 
fo re men and then the glo ry and the 
reward acco rding to o u r wo rks. 
In 
James, o u tside the lesso n fo r to day , see 
the new birth by the wo rd o f Go d, as 
p lainly as Peter o r Jo hn p u t it, in 
chap ter i, 18. 
See the kingdo m and 
the co ming o f Christ in chap ters ii, 5; 
v , 7, 8. Bu t the bu rden o f James* letter 
is the seco nd asp ect o f salv atio n, the 
bearing and the do ing to the glo ry o f 
Go d becau se we are sav ed. 
The first v erse In o u r lesso n asks 
what benefit can there be in a faith 
that is a mere “say so *’ o r wo rd o f 
mo u th. 
See ho w stro ng Jo hn is o n 
that p o int: 
“He that saith I kno w 
Him and keep eth no t His co mmand­ 
ments is a liar.” “If a man say 1 lo v e 
Go d and hateth his bro ther he is a 
liar” (I Jo hn ii, 4; iv , 20). The same 
teaching is in Isa. x x ix , 13; Ezek. 
x x x iii, 31, and fro m o u r Lo rd Himself 
in Matt, x v , 8. 
Beho ld the Div ine 
u nity o f Scrip tu re. No amo u nt o f mere 
“say so ’s” can sav e any o ne. 
It is 
“with the heart that man believ eth 
u nto righteo u sness” 
(Ro m. 
x , 
10). 
Mere talk will nev er feed no r clo the 
any o ne; therefo re Jo hn say s, “Let u s 
no t lo v e in wo rd no r in to ngu e, bu t in 
deed and in tru th.” A liv ing faith mu st 
sho w itself in wo rks, and, if there are 
no wo rks as the ev idence befo re men 
o f the faith we p ro fess to hav e, then it 
is, as James say s, a dead faith, simp ly 
a p ainted light fro m which no light 
p ro ceeds. It is to be feared that many 
who say they believ e, believ e, as the 
demo ns do , that there is a Go d and a 
Sav io u r, Jesu s Christ—a mere kno wl­ 
edge o f the facts which kno wledge 
sav es no o ne. It Is the ho nest recep tio n 
o f Christ that sav es, fo r tru ly to be­ 
liev e is to receiv e him (Jo hn 1, 12). 
Pau l nev er stated mo re fu lly no r 
mo re simp ly salv atio n by faith alo ne 
than James do es in v erse 23, where he 
affirms t%at Go d imp u ted righteo u sness 
to Abraham becau se he believ ed. This 
statement is first fo u nd in Gen. x v , 6 , 
and is rep eated three times in the New 
Testament—Ro m. iv , 3; Gal. iii, 6 , and 
here—the Ho ly Sp irit by this fo u rfo ld 
rep etitio n emp hasizing it mo st stro ng­ 
ly . The p hrase u sed o f Abraham o nly , 
“friend o f Go d,” is fo u nd in two o ther 
p laces—II Chro n. x x , 7; Isa. x li, &— 
bu t see fo r o u r o wn benefit in this co n­ 
nectio n Jo hn x v , 14, 15. 
A fu ll and 
eternal redemp tio n is the p o ssessio n o f 
ev ery o ne who tru ly receiv es the Lo rd 
Jesu s Christ, and Go d needs no wo rks 
as the ev idence o f this faith, fo r He 
lo o ks o n the heart, bu t the wo rks are 
necessary as an ev idence befo re men, 
and James no where p u ts this mo re 
stro ngly than do es Pau l in T it 111, 8 , a 
faithfu l say ing which it seems almo st 
imp o ssible to get Christians to rep eat, 
fo r my ex p erience has been that if I 


ask in a p u blic gathering to hav e all 
rep eat a v erse beginning “This is a 
faithfu l say ing” they alway s resp o nd 
with 1 Tim. i, 15, and rarely do es any 
o ne to u ch the o ne in Titu s o n go o d 
wo rks. 
It is so mewhat like the two 
Jo hn iii, 16 ’s. 
A life o f self denial and go o d wo rks 
is no t p o p u lar ex cep t with tho se who 
ho p e to win heav en thereby . 
Real 
gratitu de is as rare as it was with the 
cleansed lep ers (o ne in ten), while a 
p o ssible gain seems to be an insp ira­ 
tio n. Few believ ers seem to kno w that 
the lo v e o f Go d, which fu lly sav es u s 
by the sacrifice o f the Lo rd Jesu s, also 
sets befo re u s cro wns to be wo n by 
wo rking fo r them and which we may 
hav e to cast at His feet in that day . 
In Jas. i, 2, 12, we are reminded that 
trials are p recio u s and that tho se are 
blessed who endu re, fo r su ch glo rify 
Go d and will receiv e the cro wn o f life 
which is o nly mentio ned elsewhere in 
Rev . ii, 10. No te Peter’s stro ng wo rds 
o n endu ring in I Pet. ii, 19 -21; iv , 12, 
13. 
Endu ring imp lies hu mility and 
su bmissio n and that we resist the dev il, 
who hates hu mility (Jas. iv , 7-10). 
James is v ery stro ng o n ano ther line 
o f serv ice, that o f self renu nciatio n, 
which Pau l tells u s in I Co r. lx , 24-27, 
will bring u s an inco rru p tible cro wn. 
The sto ry o f the cro wns is simp ly to ld 
In a tract entitled “Rewards Fo r Serv ­ 
ice,” p u blished by L. & K., bo x 216 , 
Harrisbu rg, Pa. 
The two illu stratio ns o f faith and 
wo rks giv en in this lesso n, Abraham 
and Rahab, seem to co v er all classes 
o f believ ers, fro m the highest to the 
lo west, and what an enco u ragement to 
ev en the wo rst o f sinners to think o f 
being asso ciated with Abraham in the 
kingdo m (Matt, v iii, 11). We are ju sti* 
fied befo re Go d by faith in Jesu s Christ, 
bu t befo re men by the go o d wo rks 
p rep ared fo r u s to walk in and which 
Go d Himself will wo rk In u s (Ep h. 1!, 
10; Phil. 11 13: Hab. x iil 21).

Pra y er Meeting To pic Fo r the Week 
Beginning Ma y 3 0, 19 09 . 
By REV . S. H. DOYLE. 
To pic.—Hero es o f ho me missio ns.—Ma tt, 
x , 7-15. 
The first missio nary to u r o f the 
twelv e ap o stles was strictly a ho me 
missio nary o ne. 
They were sent o u t 
to the Jews o nly , as the day fo r the 
o ffering o f the go sp el to the gentles 
had no t y et co me. Christ’s co mmand 
to them was, “Into any city o f the Sa­ 
maritans enter y e no t, bu t go rather to 
the lo st sheep o f the ho u se o f Israel.” 
Bu t o f what they did we hav e little 
kno wledge, bu t their later liv es were 
hero ic in missio nary endeav o r. 
America do es no t want fo r hero es o f 
ho me missio ns. Ou r co u ntry was set­ 
tled by Christian p eo p le who p reached 
the go sp el to the nativ e Indians and 
su bseq u ently to 
the 
u nev angelized 
p eo p le who liv ed within o u r bo rders, 
u su ally called the ex cep tio nal p o p u la­ 
tio ns, su ch as the Mo rmo ns, Mex icans, 
mo u ntain whites, -.co lo red race and 
o thers. In this wo rk the highest kind 
o f hero ism was o ften disp lay ed. 
1. Jo hn Elio t, “the ap o stle to the In­ 
dians,” stands first amo ng o u r ho me 
missio n hero es. 
Elio t labo red amo ng 
the Peq u o ts and o ther tribes in eastern 
Massachu setts. He began his wo rk in 
16 46 , while p asto r o f the chu rch at 
Ro x bu ry . 
His Incessant labo rs were 
cro wned with su ccess. 
He gathered 
his co nv erts into to wns and established 
scho o ls and civ ilized indu stries. 
The 
to wns were kno wn as “Indian p ray ing 
to wns.” 
Elio t made two catechisms 
fo r the Indians and translated the Bi­ 
ble into their langu age in 16 58. Two 
y ears later it was p rinted—the first Bi­ 
ble p rinted o n the American co ntinent. 
Ho w ap p ro p riate it was that it sho u ld 
hav e been in the Indian to ngu e! Elio t 
labo red amo ng his p eo p le fo r thirty 
y ears, o ften amid great dangers, teach­ 
ing them to wo rk, to read and to 
p ray . He gav e them a Bible in their 
o wn to ngu e, and fro m the fighting sav ­ 
ages six chu rches were gathered and 


mo re than a tho u sand “p ray ing In- ; 
dians.” Elio t’s famo u s mo tto , written | 
at the end o f his Indian grammar, was, 
“Pray er and p raise thro u gh faith in ; 
Jesu s Christ will do any thing.” 
2. Dav id Brainerd was a co nsp icu o u s | 
missio nary hero . His wo rk was amo ng 
the Indians in Co nnecticu t, Pennsy l­ 
v ania and New Jersey . 
His greatest 
and mo st su ccessfu l wo rk was p er­ 
fo rmed amo ng the Cro ss weeks, a tribe 
in central New Jersey . 
He labo red 
against tremendo u s o dds and y et, by 
the grace o f Go d, transfo rmed dru nk­ 
en. ho wling sav ages into dev o u t and 
faithfu l Christians. 
Dr. Ashbel say s. 
“His su ccess here was p erhap s with­ 
o u t a p arallel in heathen missio ns 
since the day s o f the ap o stles.” The 
Indians became settled Into a to wn, 
and a chu rch and scho o l were estab­ 
lished. 
Weakened by 111 health, he 
mo v ed to Elizabethto wn. 
Gaining a 
little strength, he was able to v isit his 
p eo p le to bid them farewell, Feb. 18, 
1847. He died Oct. 9 the same y ear, 
after a brilliant career, altho u gh he 
was o nly thirty y ears o f age at the ; 
time o f his death. 
Brainerd’s life by f 
Jo nathan Edwards sho u ld be read by ; 
all Christian Endeav o rers. Befo re his 
death his bro ther Jo hn v isited him and 
co ntinu ed his wo rk. 
3. Marcu s Whitman is p erhap s the i 
mo st p ictu resq u e o f all o u r missio nary 
hero es. 
It was by his hero ic actio n ' 
that Orego n and the great no rthwest! 
were sav ed to the United States. As 
a missio nary in Orego n he saw “the en- j 
cro achments o f the English in that ter- j 
rito ry and ap p ealed to the go v ern­ 
ment to do so mething to sav e it. Ap -! 
p eals failing, Whitman came all the 
way to Washingto n and receiv ed p er-1 
missio n fro m the go v ernment to take 
su fficient p eo p le to Orego n to fo rm a 
settlement and thu s su stain American | 
su p erio rity . In this great u ndertaking ; 
he was su ccessfu l, leading 2,000 p eo -1 
p ie to this distant ho me, and when' 
they were settled the American flag' 
was raised, nev er to co me do wn. Whit-! 
man was su ccessfu l in 
his wo rk 
amo ng the Indians, bu t he aro u sed the | 
enmity o f the whites o f o ther natio ns,! 
and they hired Indians to mu rder him. 
He died in IS47. 
4. Mrs. A. R. McFarland mu st be 
mentio ned as the mo st hero ic wo man 
in the histo ry o f ho me missio ns. 
Alaska had been o u rs fo r twenty y ears 
befo re the nativ es had the go sp el sent 
to them. Then Sheldo n Jackso n to o k 
Mrs. McFarland, a brav e and cu ltu red 
wo man 
to 
Fo rt 
Wrangei, 
where 
thro u gh a lo ng winter she was the o nly 
white wo man. Jackso n retu rned, and 
the cry went u p , “Hav e y o u left Mrs. 
McFarland in Alaska alo ne?” 
He 
bo ldly answered: “I hav e. What are 
y o u go ing to do fo r her?” He p ictu red 
her needs, and liberal o fferings were 
raised, and she was thu s assisted to 
begin a sp lendid wo rk, in which she 
was engaged fo r many y ears.

To Picnic Parties Common to the 


Month of June— Storm— 


Storm—Storm. 


Old Mother Earth will sure be an 
unsettled matron during the month of 
June, for, in the crystal ball Rev. 
Hicks can see earthquakes and seis­ 
mic 
disturbances 
galore. 
These 
coupled with extraordinary eelctri- 
cal storms, will make things interest­ 
ing for mortal iqan, giving everybody 
a gambler’s chance for hooking up 
with a bolt of lightning or tumbling 
down a crack in the globe. 
Storm conditions will develop on 
the 1st and move regularly from west 
to east. 
Thunderstorms in June will 
be more sporadic; this is 
liable 
to 
break out in several scattered locali­ 
ties. From the 1st to the 20th is the 
seismic cycle, during which he may 
momentarily expect to hear at any 
time of 
cities 
and nations being 
dropped into the sea or shaken off 
of the map. 
Volcanoes will be ac­ 
tive and will be lavish with their lava 
The regular storm period will be 
on the 10th, lasting from the 8th un­ 
til the 13th inclusive. Here is where 
the lightning will cut capers and will 
<*ive partially fine exhibition within 
three days of the 11th. Some earth­ 
quakes are billed for the 13th. 
The 
reactionary period of storms will be 
from the 16th to the 18th. The cul­ 
mination of the seismic strain will 
come within three days of noon on 
the 17th, but, the forecaster consol­ 
ingly says, the rumpus will doubtless 
be in the extremes of the earth. 
From the 19th to the 23d will be a 
iegular storm period. Thunderstorms 
can be expected each and every af­ 
ternoon, with fluctuations 
of 
the 
barometer, high temperature, great 
humidity and startling electrical dis­ 
plays. 
Sunday, June 29th, will con­ 
tain all these things. 
High winds 
with possible tornadoes will attend 
some of these storms. 
Overflowing 
of storms will be a natural conse­ 
quence, but no extreme high waters 
need be feared. A second reactionary 
storm period is from the 26 th to the 
28th. Picnic parties should be care­ 
ful, Hicks says, as bolts of lightning 
are going to drop from the clear sky 
and rain will deluge localities with 
remarkably brief notice. A warning 
is given against taking shelter under 
green trees during a June storm.
